Inland Book and Sample Post.— Inland Book Packets 
or Samples are limited to the same dimensions as Inland Letters, 
viz., one foot Fix inches in length, nine inches in width, and six 
inches in depth, and to a maximum weight of 5 lbs., at the rate of 
Id. for every 4 oz. or part thereof. Anjr Book Packet, which ma^ 
be found to contain a Letter or communication of the nature of ^ 
Letter, not being a Circular Letter or not wholly printed, or any 
enclosure sealed or in any way closed against luspeotion, or any 
other enclosure not allowed by the regulations of tne Book Post, 
will be treated as a Letter, and charged with double the deficiency 
of the Letter postage. 

Newspaper Bates. — The following are the rates of postage 
on registered Newspapers : — ^Prepaid Bate. — On each Newspaper, 
whether posted singly or in packet, one halfpnny; but a packet 
containing two or more registered Newspapers is not chargeable with 
a higher rate of postage than that chargeable on a Book Packet of 
the same weight, viz., one halfpenny for every 2 oz. or fraction 
of 2 oz. 

Money Orders are issued at the chief district offices and at the 
branch ofBces, Lombard Street and Charing Cross, between 10 a.m. 
and 4 p.m. ; on Saturdays between 10 a.m. and 1 p.m. ; at other 
branch offices and receiving-houses in the town districts between 
10 a.m. and 4 p.m. ; at branch offices in the suburban districts

The com- 
mission on inland money orders is: — For sums under 10s., Id. ; of 
1(»8., and not exceeding £l,2d. ; and for every additional pound, or 
fraction of a poiuxd, Id. No order is allowed to contain a fractional 
part of a penny. 

Money Orders between Great Britain and the 
United States.— No single order wUl be issued for more than 
60 dels. The rates of commission range from 0.26 on orders not 
exceeding 10 dels., to 1 dol. 25c. for over 40 dpls. and not exceeding 
60 dels.

Deposits of one shilling, or of anv number of shillings,- or cf 

g)unas and shillings, may oe made by any i>er8on at ^e Post 
ffice Savin "^s Banks, provided that such depositor shall not mfUce 
deposits amo'onting to more than £30 in any year ending the 31st 
December, or make any further deposit when the amount standing 
in his name exceeds £160, exclusive of interest When any depo- 
sitor's principal and interest amount together to £200, all mterest 
will cease so long as the balance of tiie account continues to amount 
to the said sum of £200. 

Interest calculated yearly at the rate of £2 10s. per cent, per 
annum will be allowed on every complete pound deposited, reckoned 
from the first day of the calendar montii next following the day on 
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which a complete pound shall have been deposited or completed, up 
to the first day of the calendar month in which the moneys are 
withdrawn. 

Government Znstirance and Annuities. — The Post- 
master General is empowered, under the Act 27 and 28 Vic, cap. 43, 
to insure the lives of persons of either sex, between the ages of 16 
and 60, for not less than £20 or more than £100. 

Country Mails. — Letters for the Evening Mails into the 
country must be put in at the Receiving Houses before half -past 
five p.m. ; at the Branch Office before six ; or with an additional 
stamp before a quarter to seven. Letters are received at St. Mar- 
tin' s-le-Grand until seven, by pajring Id. extra; and until half -past 
seven, by paying 6d. extra, or placing extra stamps to that amount 
on the letter. 

Post OfS.ce Telegraphs. — The charge for telegrams through- 
out the United Kingdom, including the Channel Islands and the 
Isle of Man, but excepting the Scilly, Orkney, and Shetland Islands, 
is Is. for the first twenty words, and 3d for every additional five 
words — i.e.f for every additional group of not more than five words ; 
the names and addresses of the sender and receiver not being coimted. 

If the addressee resides at a greater distance than three miles 
from the terminal telegraph office, porterage is charged for delivery 
by mounted messengers at the rate of Is. per. double mile, exoept 
in the case of telegrams for Ireland, where the charge is only 8d. 
per double mile.

Telegraph offices are, as a rule, open from Sam. to 8 p.m. on 
week days, and from 8 a.m. to 10 a.m. on Sundays. There are, 
however, offices in several of the lai^er towns which are open for 
longer periods ; and at the following offices in London and in the 
country there is att^idance continuously during the day and night, 
both on week days and Sundays.
